All  green,  plants  MUST  first  of  all  be  rooted  cuttings,  potted  and 
kept  for  about  two  or  more  weeks  before  shipping,  and  no  matter  who 
you  buy  a  green  plant  from  or  wbat  you  pay  for  it  —  it  is  only  a 
rooted  cutting  in  the  next  stage  of  plant  maturity.  A  rooted  cutting 
placed  in  the  hands  of  any  one  who  can  grow  a  green  plant  will  give 
equally  as  good  or  better  results  in  plant  development,  blooms  and 
clump  production,  as  a  green  plant  of  same  variety  grown  under  identical 
conditions.
